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I have been thinking tor some time 
that I would write a piece asking for 
the advice of the brethren on _ the 
field concerning plans for a future 
drive. The Minutes will show, for the 
Assembly year 1928 our obligations 
were considerably reduced, The Min- 
utes will also show the amount that 
this drive, dollar per member, brought 
in. It seems that the most of the 
churches that have not completed 
their quota, have done about all they 
will be able to do. 

As you have noticed, a good many 
of the stars haven’t disappeared. This 
is due to several reasons. First, 
churches having members who were 
not located at the local church; sec- 
ond, some few were not able to pay 
their dollar, and third, possibly a few 
did not feel under obligation to pay, 
but I have heard of but very few of 
the members who didn’t feel that it 
was just and rignt to pay their dol- 
lar. We certainly appreciate the 
hearty cooperation of the churches 
and their members. This drive has 
been more than a success. Lots of 
churches have sent in part of their 
quota. Many stars in the list stand 
for churches that have almost paid 
their entire amount. 

While at the Assembly many of the 
brethren spoke to me and suggested 
that we have another dollar per mem- 
ber drive. These debts were not made 
by those who are in aumority aow. 
They were made years ago. 
The courts nave turned over the 
property, the name and the debts, as 
all of you well know, and of course 
we will have to pay them. With the 
outlook that we have, money from the 
sale of some surplus property and 
other sources by which we hope to 
get donations, if we could have one 
more dollar drive and every member 
of the Church of God would pay their 
dollar, it would lift every debt that 
We owe. 

if the churches would take it upon 
themseives to see that each church 
paid their quota, members who are 
able could pay for those who are not 
able and aiso for those who are not 
living at the local churches, [ am 
sure there would be enough to lift the 
debts from off the church. It is won- 
derful how the Lord has provided the 
means ald we have been able to take 
care of every demanu. ‘Those who 
hold loan certificates have been so 
kind, and the most of them gave the 
interest on their certificates and we 
have been able to meet demands up 
to date. Our people are the most loyal 
people in the worid. 

What a blessing it will be when 
these obligations are paid, and the 
church can go free. Of course inter- 
est has to be paid and it takes quite 
a good deai from the different depart- 
ments to pay the interest on the notes. 
We are earnestly praying that God 
will help us in the year 1929 to lift 
these debts. It is embarrassing to us 
to have to mention this to our people, 
but it becomes necessary as I am DOw 
placed in this position to take this 
matter up with our people. I will 
greatly appreciate the hearty coopera- 
tion of the ministers and brethren on 
the field so that we might plan and 
put into operation a drive that will 
take care of the demands that will be 
on us. None of our notes are pushing 
us. The banks have been kind and 
are still extending favors and as we 
have said, those who hold loan cer- 
tificates are lenient and we highly ap- 
preciate this, but of course they must 
be paid. 

Looking for advice from those out 
on the field, who can view the situa- 
tion and know the best plan, I remain 
your humble servant.

From The Rejection of Christ to The Destination 
Of The Soul

Every soul has a_ destination. 
Whether righteous or wicked, | 


rich or poor, high or low, bond or | 
free, small or great; they come to the j 
final end of their career. But in this 
lesson we will only consider the pil- 
grimage and final destination of the 
rejecters of Christ, which is clearly 
portrait in the life and misfortunes 
of the three distinguished rich men of 
the New Testament, namely, The Rich 
Young Ruler, The Rich Fool, and 
Dives. 
The Rich Young Ruler 
Matt. 19:16-22 


From this youth we get a mental 
painting of the rejecters of Christ. He 
made a faint effort, went far enough 
to enquire into the conditions on 
which eternal life could be obtained, 
and when Christ mentioned the keep- 
ing of the commandments, he readily 
answered, “All these things have I 
kept from my youth up, what lack 
I yet?” Jesus said unto him, “If thou 
wilt be perfect go and sell what thou 
hast and give to the poor, and thou 
shall have treasures in heaven.” 

He did not care for the keeping 
of the commandments, k no doubt 
had always been a moral ,outh, but 
when it came to separating from the 
world ,he separated from Christ in- 
stead. He was of the type of where 
the seed fell among the thorns. The 
deceitfulness of his riches choked out 
the hope of eternal life, and he turn- 
ed away from Christ sorrowful. The | 
saddest part of the picture is the 
thought of being away from Christ, 
minus of hope, possessing a guilty 
conscience, doomed to death and eter- 
nal destruction, he struggles through 
the world with the fangs of sin and 
deceitfulness of riches piercing his 
soul through with many sorrows, and 
as far as we have any record he never 
again sought Christ. The price was 
greater than he figured he could pay. 
Keeping of the commandments was 
a small thing with him, but shaking 
loose from the world, and becoming 
humiliated and equal with other fol- 
lowers of the lowly Nazarene was a 
valley through which he would not 
pass. 

It does not take a rich man to be 
lost, only a rejecter of the salvation 
of Christ, all poor men have come to 
the position of the rich young ruler, 
that is, to the opportunities of accept-’ 
ing Christ, but they, like he, found an 
excuse and turned away sorrowful, 
some were not ready, procrastination 
had stolen their time away, and they 
still pursued the course of sin wait- 
ing for a more convenient season, oth- 
ers were drunk and deceived on 
worldly pleasures and the different 
branches of the societies of life, and 
went on burdened, yoked and bound 
with sin, and finally at some unwel- 
comed hour were forced to submit, 
as the rich fool, to the horrors of a 
sinner’s death.

sents to us the closing period of a life 
of failure, and a_ sin-stricken soul 
preparing for an immediate trip to 
the Judgment. His life’s race has 
been run, the world has been gainea, 
tn both wealth and pleasure. 

His great barns were just finished 
and filled to their capacity, and his 
soul resting at ease. Never at any 
time of his life was he better fixed 
for living (as he termed it) but it 
was rather ‘ready for dying’. We 
think of him as he sits in his easy 
chair and retires upon his’ velvet 
couch, meditating upon the comforts 
of life, that he felt so secure. But we 
further get an imaginary picture as 
he is awakened in the night with a 
pain-stricken body. None of his wealth 
is withheld in securing the best medi- 
cal aid available, but his case was 
pronounced hopeless. His great barns 
and bountiful supply of fruit ceased 
to comfort him, or prolong his life 
upon earth, God had given the sum- 
mons and the time was at hand that 
he must go and account at the Judg- 
ment for his deeds. The demons 
of hell were present to bear his soul 
away to the regions of the lost, and 
in a moment of time his life’s collec- 
tion of wealth faded from view, and 
ke lost grip upon life, and, like all 
other sinners, whether rich or poor, 
stepped out into a never-ending eter- 
nity to meet his fate.

WOMAN’S WORK 


We find the first woman mentioned 
in Gen. 1:26. The word woman comes 
from the Hebrew word “Isha” and 
means Man’s counterpart, man’s equal, 
and with the word Ish, which means 
growing in pairs, we have the first 
parents. God had said the two shall 
be one flesh. His first command tl 
them was to multiply and repeople 
the earth, to bring it under subjection, 
to have uominion over the other crea- 
tion. God himself called woman man’s 
helpmeet, for he said, “It is not good 
for man to ve arone.”” No man is what 
the Lord intended he should be with- 
out a wife, or helpmeet, neither is 
complete without tne other for the 
apostle, Paul said, Nevertheless, 
neither is the man without the woman, 
neither the woman without the man. 

Woman was the crowning work of 
the creation. She is an aid suitable to 
man, man’s need is supplied. It is said 
that man without the woman is the 
most helpless of all God’s creation. 

The’enemy of all man’s good came 
on the scene and upset the whole pro- 
gram by causing the first woman to 
disbelieve her creator, and in her un- 
belief to disobey what he had said she 
should and should not do. By man 
came sin, and death by sin on all the 
descendants of Adam and the first 
woman Eve. Paul said in one epistle 





. that the woman was deceived and 


was in the transgression. (Man went 
into sin with both eyes wide open and 
conscious that he was going wrong.) 
Had woman stood the test and been 
true to God she never would have 
been barred from the Temple and 
Tabernacle service. Although God 
kept himself free to use her as a 
leader, as he did Miriam, as a judge 
as He used Deborah, a prophetess, as 
Hannah, Huldah, and Anna, who pro- 
phesied of the coming ONE, the one 
who was to take away sin, the Christ 
of God, the Messiah. Also we have the 
four daughters of Philip who did pro- 
phesy, and were in the front ranks 
in the early church, Acts 21:9. 

Under grace, woman was command- 
ed to tarry for the promise of the 
Father and were in prayer and suppli- 
cation with the twelve apostles and 
Mary the mother of our Lord and her 
other sons. When the PROMISE came 
it was the same experience to all who 
received Him, the Spirit filled both 
men and women. Paul said they were 
heirs TOGETHER or the grace of 
life. In Acts 2:16-18 we read, “And it 
shall come to pass saith God I will 
pour out my spirit upon all flesh, 
and your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy, and your old men shall 
dream dreams and your young men 
shall see visions, and on the hand- 
maids will I pour out my spirit.” 

In Acts 8:3 we find that woman suf- 
fered EQUAL if not MORE than man 
in the early persecution of the church, 
even going to prison, and to the stake 
for their faith in the Gospel. 

We find the Scriptural account that 
the woman was the LAST at the 
cross and FIRST at the tomb, forget- 
ting that she was too weak to move 
the great stone at the mouth of the 
sepulchre, she went expecting a way 
where there was no way and found the 
stone rolled away by the hand of the 
God she loved and trusted to do more 
than she could ask or think. Women 
were the FIRST and ONLY ones to 
anoint the body of our Lord. They be- 
gan while He was alive and were the 
FrIRST at the grave to bring spices 
to anoint Him. 

Women were the first missionaries 
after the resurrection, and they car- 
vied the first gospel message after 
the resurrection. Women have been 
and are doing a great work both in 
Home and foreign lands in missionary 
work. In fact, she can be depended on 
for ANY and ALL good work. They 
have been great workers for the up- 
building of mankind in all ages. 

God has given fuli and complete 
instruction for the woman in the home 
and in the church, in fact any where 
He may want her to work. 

In Ist Tim. 2:11-15 reads, Women 
are to dress modestly and quietly in 
seemly garb. They are not to adorn 
themselves with plaits of hair, (Syric 
says with curls) or with gold or pearls 
or expensive finery, but with good 
deeds. (This is the Moffit translation). 
Woman is to be quiet in church and 
perfectly submissive. (This does nut 
mean she is to be quiet everywhere). 
Paul also adds, “I allow no woman to 
teach or dictate to men. The Bible 
tells WHO to teach in Titus 2:3 where 
it says for the aged women to be in 
behavior as becometh holiness, teach- 
ers of good things, (if she teaches 
man she might not always teach a 
good thing) that they teach the young- 
er women to be serious, to love their 
hv’sbands, to love their children, to 

e disereet, virtuous, housekeepers, 

, obedient to their own husbands. 
However this teaching has almost if 
not entirely gone out of practice, in 
the modern home. 

The teaching in 1st Cor. 14:34, “Let 
your women keep silence in the 
church” does not exclude a Deborah or 
an Anna from working now, for the 
apostle’s order says, “as also saith 
the law.” And these women worked 
UNDER, and in HARMONY with the 
law. If woman will do all she is com- 
manded to @9, and leave off what she 
is told not to do, she will have all 
her time taken. 

Paul was speaking to the entire 
church, both men and women when he

WOMAN’S WORK 
IN THE CHURCH 


Lately I have been impressed with 
the need of organization among our 
women in the Chirch of God. We 
notice in the home with our families 
if we say, Mary you make the beds, 
Johnnie you carry in the wood, Susie 
cook the dinner and Lucy milk the 
cows, everyone knows exactly what 
he has to do, and soon the work is 
done, but if the work is left for each 
one to choose what they shall do, as 
a usual thing, nothing is done, or may- 
be a big quarrel is the result, each 
one thinking the other should do this 
or that. Now I am sure you’ under- 
stand and see my point. Many of our 
churches have what they call the sis- 
ters’ meeting which is grand as far 
as it goes, but 1 am learning that 
while God is calling for intercessors, 
yet he is also calling for laborers. The 
two must go hand in hand. One is not 
much without the other. We need to 
put out feet to our prayers. Faith 
without works is dead, and to be able 
to work right we need to be organized. 

For years after ] received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, God kept me 
in the denominational churches, as I 
was a Presbyterian’s wife. Often as 
I see the wonderful organization, the 
great machinery, I would sit and pray 
O Lord if all this machinery could be 
oiled up with the Holy Ghost, what a 
wonderful power this would be for 
God.

If he is the right kind 
of a pastor, he will stand by your side, 
but one thing I’m sure he’ll do, and 
that will be bring up better sermons, 
he’ll be able to feed the people when 
you get them there, for he will have 
more time to study and Pray.
